^yASHINGTON, Saturday, May 
11-—Next to the precarious 
reign of King Cotton, probably 
nothing is worrying the Admin¬ 
istration right now as much as the 
ever weaking pulse of that inter¬ 
dependent industry—textiles. 

The two industries—chief eco¬ 
nomic backbone of New England 
and the South—go hand in hand. 
Textiles are suffering in part from 
the uncertainty of cotton. 

This is one ill which White 
House advisers may attempt to 
remedy Immediately. 

For weeks, mill after mill has 
been closing in New England. The 
epidemic is now spreading through 
the South. One factor is the fear 
that raw cotton will slump in 
price. That fear causes textile 
wholesalers to hold back their or¬ 
ders. This in turn causes-textile 
mills to close their doors. 

All are waiting for a stabilized 
price of cotton. That in turn de¬ 
pends on whether Secretary Henry 
Wallace will once again set a loan 
price of 12 cents a pound on all 
cotton. 

Due to price-setting last year, 
the United States government is 
the biggest holder of cotton in 
the world today. The chances are | 
that if Wallace succumbs to the j 
tremendous pressure now hammer-I 
ing at him, and fixes the same 
loan price, Uncle Sam will increase 
his holdings further. 

This, in turn, depresses the mar¬ 
ket. Textile wholesalers and manu¬ 
facturers, in turn, get uneasy 
wanting to know what is going to 
happen. It is a vicious circle not 
dissimilar to Hoover’s purchase of 
wheat which drove the price of 
wheat lower and lower. 

This is only part of what is 
worrying administration master-1 
minds regarding textiles. 

Another thing is the high price 
of textiles. Manufacturers 1 a y 
this entirely to the processing tax 
Administration experts say this, 
accounts for only part. They! 
claim there is also an increase for 
which the manufacturer is respon¬ 
sible. 

At any rate, prices of textiles 
have now zoomed out of all pro¬ 
portion to the income of labor. 
This is what has caused the influx 
of Japanese goods. Importation 
of them jumped from 7,000,000 
yards during the entire year of 
1934 to 21,000,000 yards during 
the single month of January, 1934.

Here Is the Picture—Both Sides of It—That 
Threatens Orange County's Big Harvest 
Of Field and Citrus Products 


450 Ships May Take 
Part in Proposed 
Operations 


Why are we having trouble in the beet fields? What effect is 
the present situation likely to have on the citrus harvest? Who 
is to blame—the grower, the MRS, SERA, the laborer or the labor 
contractor? These are questions Koch Bradshaw, Journal staff 
writer, was told to find aswers for. Here is his story gathered 
from all principals in the controversy and impartially presented. 

By ROCH BRADSHAW 

O RANGE county today is facing a serious labor dif¬ 
ficulty. 

On its face the situation is a paradox. Last year 
beet thinners were paid $3.50 per acre for their work 
and there weren’t enough jobs to go around. Laborers 
swarmed into the fields. 

This year farmers are offering $4 per acre and they 
can’t get beet thinners to take the jobs. A few growers 
have raised the wage to $4.50 and still are unable to 
get their beets thinned properly. 

There are 800 acres of beets which must be thin¬ 
ned within the next week, and 2300 acres which must 
have attention in the next two or three weeks unless 
this part of the crop is to be lost. 

Growers and sugar men are hopeful that the thin¬ 
ning will be done, but they point out that the fields 
must be hoed twice during the summer. They also call 
attention to the fact that bean fields, chili pepper 
areas, walnut groves and orange orchards will need 
large numbers of workers in the next few months. 

Dark Picture Looms 

If the present labor situation continues or grows 
worse, the picture will be a dark one for the rancher 
and all of Orange county, which depends on agriculture 
for its prosperity. Labor agitators from outside have 
been aiming at the citrus industry heTre for many 
months. Evidence of their activity is part of the back¬ 
ground in the present controversy. 

The SERA and the national reemployment service 
also have been drawn into the controversy and will be 
factors in reaching a solution. 

SERA authorities have issued an ultimatum that 
agricultural workers must take jobs offered them by

HONOLULU, Saturday, May 11.

Rival For Post Seat As

SAN JOSE, Calif., Saturday, 
May 11. UP)—After deliberating a 
little more than six hours, the jury 
holding in its hands the fate of 
David Lamson, charged with wife 
murder, went to lunch today at 
noon, with no prospect of an early 
verdict in sight. 

The jury was given the fate of 
Lamson at 5:30 last night at the 
close of a tedious twelve weeks 
trial. For nearly four hours it 
deliberated before being locked up 
for the night. 

Reports were current, but lacked 
any official verification, that the 
jury stood seven to five for acquit¬ 
tal when it quit last night. When 
the twelve walked into their room 
at the courthouse here today there 
was no indication whether a ver¬ 
dict would be forthcoming shortly. 

Faces of the jurors were lined 
with seriousness when they filed 
out of the courthouse last night 
to go to their hotel after three 
and a half hours of discussion. 

Take Time Out 

Superior Judge Robert R. Syer

UP)—Appointment of Den¬ 
nis Chavez, former democratic 
representative, to succeed the late 
Senator Bronson Cutting, inde¬ 
pendent Republican, was an¬ 
nounced today at the office of 
Governor Clyde Tingley. Chavez, 
who ran against Cutting in 1934 
and already had a contest pend¬ 
ing for Cuttings seat, was given 
an appointment which runs until 
the 1936 general election. 

By singular circumstances, the 
airplane crash in which Cutting 
was killed near Macon, Mo., 
Chavez gained the seat of his bit¬ 
terest political opponent. When 
Cutting defeated Chavez last fall 
by a scant, disputed 1,200 votes, 
Tingley, a Democrat and running 
mate of Chavez, gained the gov¬ 
ernorship. 

Tingley in Statement 

In a statement Tingley ex¬ 
pressed ‘'personal” feeling that 
the pending contest of Chavez 
now should be dropped. This 
came as a surprise 


since many 
political observers had felt that 
Chavez both would accept the in¬ 
terim appointment and 


continue 

his contest so that if he won the 
latter he would be entitled to Cut¬ 
ting’s full term until 1940 and a 
campaign in 1936 would thus be 
unnecessary. 

The 47 year old appointee traces 
his family to the original owner of 
a land grant from the king of 
Spain in 1769. The new senator 
was born in Los Chavez, N. M., 
and moved with his parents to 
Albuquerque in 1902.

May 15 or be dropped from relief 
rolls. 

Complain of Wage 

The group affectr ' or self ap¬ 
pointed spokesmen for them, have 
complained that they cannot 
make a living wage at thinning 
beets, that they cannot earn as 
much in as short a time as they 
formerly made on SERA budgets, 
and that they have to travel too 
far to the fields. They assert that 
because the beets are now too 
large, they cannot be thinned as 
rapidly as In former years. 

The growers answer that last 
year tne workers were glad to 
have jobs at $3.50 per acre. They 
declare that men wno really want 
to work can thin an acre of beets 
in a ten-hour day and earn $4 to 
$4.50. 

As proof of this contention they 
say that on the Heilman ranch, 
four miles west of Westminister, 
there are 19 beet thinners who are 
earning their $4 per day in ten 
hours. The growers also stress 
the statement that these 19 men 
never have been on SERA relief 
rolls. 

Sure of Support 

In explaining the reason for 
lack of workers in their fields, 
the growers declare that former 
SERA workers do not appear to 
be taking seriously the SERA ul¬ 
timatum that they must work or 
be taken off relief. The few beet 
thinners who have reported, work 
only half-heartedly and apparent¬ 
ly believe that, in spite of the 
SERA decree, they will be taken 
care of by the government, even 
if they do not accept private jobs, 
ranchers assert. 

These workers also have gained 
the impression, rightly or wrong¬ 
ly, that if they do not earn 50 
cents an hour in the beet fields, 
the SERA will make up the dif¬ 
ference to them, it was reported 
by Thomas Lloyd, field superin¬ 
tendent for the Holly Sugar com¬ 
pany. 

Briefly, those in intimate con¬ 
tact with the situation are of the 
opinion that the SERA system 
has broken down the morale of 
the agricultural workers. They 
would rather work three or four 
days for approximately $12 a week 
than to .work in the fields, in the 
opinion of many of those most 
intimately concerned with the 
trouble. 

Agitators Busy Again 

The workers themselves did not 
relish the SERA ultimatum. 
Growers believe that professional 
agitators are attempting to capi¬ 
talize on this situation. Yester¬ 
day a commitee representing an 
organization called a workers’ 
club called on SERA authorities. 

As far the workers themselves 
are concerned, they seldom ex¬ 
press their views except through 
others. 

There has been some complaint 
from the workers about the con¬ 
tract system, 'they contend that 
in many instances they have to 
thin an acre and a quarter of 
beets in order to get pay for one 
acre. They feel that it is un¬ 
just that they snould be forced 
to perform hard field labor when 
they had been doing easier work 
for the SERA. They feel that 
their former condition might have 
continued if growers had not pro¬ 
tested and the SERA ultimatum 
had not been issued. And yet, on 
the whole, the complaints have 
not come from workers actually 
on the job, but from those who 
do not want to accept this work. 

Time to Handle Records 

Part of the present tieup may 
be the result of the fact that It 
takes time for the NRS and SERA 
to handle the records on the men 
as they are offered jobs. 

Charles Fallert, director of the 
NrtS, reported that in many cases 
men at his office have been asked 
If they wanted Jobs and that they 
have replied in the negative, ex¬ 
plaining they are on the SERA 
rolls. On May 3 and 4, 50 cards 
were mailed to applicants for 
work, mostly on PWA projects, 
and 20 have responded. 

On jobs where men are needed 
immediately, they are sent direct¬ 
ly from the NRS office. Agricul¬ 
tural laborers who refuse Jobs are 
reported at once to the SERA and 
they are being dropped from relief 
rolls, Fallert said. He also said 
that no man has been refused 
work, and every applicant has 
been taken car# of. 

Roy Vincent Raises Wage# 

Fallert said he is of the opinion 
that growers are having labor 
trouble because the men do not 
respond to offers of work. 

Roy Vincent, who has 100 acres 
of beets near Talbert In need of 
immediate thinning, apparently 
has had more difficulty than most 
other growers. Unable to get 
enough beet thinners, he raised 
his wages to $4.50 per acre, but 
he believes the raise did nothing 
to better his situation. He has 
never had more than 25 thinners 
on the job until yesterday. Yes¬ 
terday 35 thinners working nearby 
finished their work. A special 
plea was made for them to work 
for Vincent. Fallert’s office did 
everything In Its power to get 
them there, Vincent said. Out of 
the 35 who had been working 


across the street, 15 reported for 
1 jobs on the Vincent place. 

"It is my opinion,” said Mr. 

1 Vincent, ’’thee these men would 
rather work for the SERA than to 
thin beets at any price.” 

Hopeful of Solution 

Mr. Vincent expressed the opin¬ 
ion that the agricultural workers 
must be more vigorously Im¬ 
pressed with the ultimatum that 
as long as there Is agricultural 
| work available, they cannot ex¬ 
pect help from the SERA. He is 
hopeful, however, that his problem 
will be solved; yet he looks with 
some misgiving on the coming 
harvest season and the gathering 
of other crops. 

Stephen Griset of Bushard road 
has about 15 acres of beets re¬ 
maining to be thinned. He has 
had an application in for 25 men 
for a week, but said last night 
that he has not received any 
iaborers. Some men on one of his 
former crews are working, how¬ 
ever. 

More Complaints 

Some complaint has come from 
workers that they are forced to 
take Jobs outside Orange county. 

1 SERA authorities say that the 
Montana ranch in the northern 
part of this county also extends 
Into Los Angeles county. Workers 
sent there may find jobs waiting 
, from tenant growers in either 
! county. 

At the SERA headquarters ft 
was said today by Director Ter¬ 
rence Halloran that 620 of the 886 
agricultural workers on Its books 
April 1 have been referred to Jobs. 
Out of this number, he said, his 
records show that only 74 have 
refused jobs or did not go to work 
assigned to them. They have been 
stricken from the SERA rolls. 
Halloran is of the opinion that 
the growers’ troubles may be due 
to an actual labor shortage. 

266 Unaccounted For 

There are 266 men, the differ¬ 
ence between 886 and 620, whose 
status is problematical.

CRIMINAL LAW 
ERASURE IS / 
DEFEATED 


SACRAMENTO, Saturday, May; 
11. CP)—In the face of open ad¬ 
vocacy of the principle of revolu¬ 
tion, the California assembly rose 
up last night and trampled down 
the campaign of a group of legis¬ 
lators to write the California 
criminal syndicalism law out of 
the statute books. It 

By a vote of 41 to 30 it turned 
down the first of a series of 
amendments to wipe out the crim¬ 
inal syndicalism provision out of 
the teachers' tenure law. 

The action, led principally by 
Assemblymen Geyer, Richie, Horn- 
blower and Pelletier, made its at¬ 
tempt through the Cunningham 
bill revising sections pertaining to 
the dismissal of teachers. 

The bill, containing an existing 
provision of the law specifying 
criminal syndicalism as one of the 
causes for dismissal, was passed, 
67 to 1. 

At the height of a dramatic ses¬ 
sion, Richie, arguing for passage 
of the amendments, said free 
speech was “being throttled” and 
the right of the people to change 
the form of government was being 
stultified.

The widespread use of tobacco 
dates from about the time of 
Queen Elizabeth, and even since 
those days there has been much 
dispute as to how injurious smok¬ 
ing or other uses of tobacco may 
be. Also, there has been no agree¬ 
ment among scientists as to what 
portion of the tobacco—that is, 
which of its numerous chemical 
ingredients—is injurious. 

It was observed long ago that 
some persons readily acquire an 
immunity to tobacco and appar¬ 
ently suffer no evil effects from 
its long, sustained use. Others, on 
the other hand, quite markedly 
suffer when using tobacco. Some 
persons are indeed so sensitive 
that the mere presence of tobacco 
smoke in the air which they 
breathe suffices to make therrj un- 


I ture of the tobacco problem. To 
I begin with, whereas formerly all 
the blame was cast on nicotine, we 
today know that as far as smoking 
tobacco is concerned, the injurious 
effect on the human organism is 
due more to some element other 
than nicotine, than to the nicotine 
itself. 

Experimentally it has been 
shown that blood pressure raises 
during smoking. Small amounts 
of nicotine effect this by causing 
a constriction or tightening or 
narrowing of the blood vessels of 
the heart, lung, and of the liver. 

But apart from nicotine effects, 
it has become evident that some¬ 
where between 10 and 15 per cent 
of persons have what is called an 
allergic sensitiveness to tobacco. 
This allergic reaction means that 
the person is hypersensitive to 
some factor in the tobacco. The 
hypersensitive person suffers most 
from smoking.
